I wrote ck 
to him giving him full power to act for me 
in the premises, as he might think proper, but 
told him it was a matter that I did not feel 
sufficient interest in for any urging to be used 
in my behalf, and that if there was asingle 
member of bis company who showed or indi- 
cated the slightest objection.to my taking an 
interest in it, my name should not be present- 
ed by him. 1 knew nothing of the parties 
with whom hé@ was conferring—not one of 
them: nor did I care to know any more than I 
should who are the stockholders in the Geor- 
gia Railroad Company if I were going to vest 
anything in it or any other Railroad- com- 
pany. I believed he would be the con- 
trolling man in the affairs of any company 
that might be formed under his auspices. — 
thought, under his control, the road might 
be made to pay the minimum amount fixed 
by the Legislature, and even more, as well as 
to pay the lessees something for theirrisk ana 
trouble, Iso wrote to him.

Under the circumstances, IT repeat, I am 
quite as much surprised to see this charge 
now made as anybody posedly can be sur- 
prised to see my name amongst those who 
proposed to take the lease. , 

All I have to say, in conclusion is, that if 
there has ‘been anything wrong. or unfair, 
much more, if there has been anything cor- 
rupt in the letting of the road under the lease, 
in the acceptance or rejection of bids, I know 
nothing of the matter. Nay, more, I hope it 
will be exposed and the guilty party, if any, 
brought to proper punishment. Let the at- 
tack be not by insinuation. Let charges and 
specifications be made and proved. My 
friends need not indulge in any useless and 
unnecessary “pain” or “mortification” at 
anything I have done or shall do in reference 
to this lease, or anything else. 

My life has been devoted much moré to the 
interests of others than it has been to my own. 
In this matter, I was looking in what I did 
quite as much to publie as personal interest. 
I knew Governor Brown had shown more 
efficiency in the management of the State 
Road than any person who had ever had it 
in hand, or at least I thought he had. How- 
ever much I have differed with him, and do 
now differ with him, on grave political ques- 
tions, yet have never believed 
that he was a “rogue”. in any sénse 
of that word.

The employment of United States troops

considerable attention and reprehension. It 
is re ed as an interference with the 
sovereign rights of the States, which was not 
contemplated by the founders of the general 
government, and, if persisted in, must lead to 
results disastrous to peace and harmony. The 
practice is one so serious in its character, and 
80 injurious in its tendencies, as to merit 
prompt consideration and decisive action, not 
Only by the Gencral Assembly but by Con- 
gress.

On motion 4 committee of twelve was appointed to 
draft suitable resolations, who, after a brief absence, 
returned and enbmitted the following, which was, on 
motion, nnanimously adopted. 

1. In common with the Catholics of the world, wo, 
the Catholics of Atlanta, Georgia, extend to our 
Holy Father, the Pope, our filial obedience, venera- 
sion and eympathy in this. his hour of sorrow and 
afiiction: when he sees the laxt remnant of his prin- 
cipality invaded and seized by a hostile government, 
the churches consecrated to relizious worship, the in- 
stitutions dedicated to charity and learning, dese- 
crated and plundered, and himself, in his eld age, & 
prisoner ip the hands of his enemies. 

8. That for the Pope, in the exercise of his Apostolic 
office as Sovereign Pontiff and supreme head of the 
Catholic Church, it is necessary he should have com- 
plete freedom from the control] of any government ; 
and being. as we firmiy believe, Providentially 60 sit 
«usted in the temporal sovereignty as the safeguard of 
the spiritual freedom of the head and members of the 
Church, we protest against the invasion of Rome 
and the States of the Church by the government of 
Victor Emanuel, as @ violation of the sacred rights 


' gnd religious interests of the whole Catholic world. 


2. That, having held the temporal sovereignty of the 
state of the Church, by every right and title, the most 
ancient and legitimate, acknowledged by the love and 
respect of christendom, by the faith and solemn trea- 
ties, and by all the sanctions that are legitimate and sup- 
port title, neither the wiles of revolution, nor a forced 
and faise pichiecitum, bor even accomplished facts 
can prevail against it. Right and justice are pot the 
attributes of might, majorities or success. We there- 
fore protest against the action of the Italian govern- 
ment as againet a robbery, by which public justice has
